1 . (Currently Amended) An The oral hygiene product for human and animal use with a 
melatonin base as an active product to be used a tooth pastes, mouthwashes or animal feeds, 
comprising characterised by pr e paring th e tooth paste using a hvdrophilic excipient, a 
hydrophobic excipient and hvdrophile and hydrophobe bases or excipients suitable to be used in 
preparing a tooth paste and/or mouthwash in the master formulation and industrial pr e pa r ation, 
including melatonin in a proportion of 0.1% to 5% in tooth pastes and/or mouthwashes as well as 
in animal feeds . 

2- (Currently Amended) The oral hygiene product for human and animal use with a melatonin 
base as an active p r oducts, according to the first claim, cha r acterised because to avoid 
auto-oxidation of th e melatonin each preparation includes an according to claim L further 
comprising a colourless, thermostable, non toxic, non volatile, non irritating an active 
auto-oxidant in low concentration and with a broad pi I rang e , soluble in the medium in which it 
is us e d and colou r less, thermostabl e , non toxic, non i r ritant and non volatile. Th e se may be 
sodium sulphite and bisulphatc, asco r bic acid, hydroquinon e , nipagin, vitamin E, vitamin A. Its 
effectiveness can b e increas e d with the use of synergic substances such as citric and tartaric 
acids, as well as EDTA. 

3- (Currently Amended) The oral hygiene product according to claim 1, further comprising a 
preservative, for human and animal us e with a m e latonin base as an active product, according to 
the previous claims, characterised b e cause pr e servativ e must be added to avoid d e gradation by 
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microbiotic contamination. The preservative used must not be toxic, be chemically stable and 
compatible with melatonin. These may be benzoic acid, salicylic acid, so r bic acid and essential 
oils. 

4- (Currently Amended) The oral hygiene product according to claim L wherein the melatonin is 
for human and animal use with a melatonin base as an active products, according to the previous 
claims charact e rised because the gene r al formula of the melatonin as an activ e products is :

5. (New) The oral hygiene product according to claim 1, further comprising an active auto- 
oxidant selected from the group consisting of sodium sulphite, sodium bisulfate, ascorbic acid, 
hyroquinone, nipagin, vitamin E, and vitamin A. 

6. (New) The oral hygiene product according to claim 1, further comprising a preservative 
selected from the group consisting of benzoic acid, salicilic acid, sorbic acid, and essential oils. 
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
